WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—At 


10 o'clock, precisely, Judge Walter S. 
Cox entered the criminal eonrt room, 
and court was declared formally opened 
by the crier. 


Immediately thereafter, Charles J. 


Guiteau, the assanin, was brought into 
the court room by the marshal and his 
deputies. 
Guiteau looked in much 


better condition, physically and other- 
wise, than when be appeared last in tho 
same room to plead to the indict men t. 
Still he had the same restless, furtive 
expression he had before. 
He was at 


once relieved of hit handcuffs, and took 
his seat beside his sister, Mrs. Scoville. 


The court room was crowded. Dis- 


trict Attorney Corkhill, Hr. Porter, of 
New York, and Hr. Davidge, of Wash- 
ington, appeared for the prosecution, 
and George Sooville, the prisoner's 
brother-in-law, and Leigh Robinson, for 
the defense. Mr. Smith waa present to 
represent the attorney general. One of 
Guiteau's first movements was to thrust 
his hands into otw of his pockets, and 
half take out a roll of paper. Mr. Sco- 
ville, however, in dumb play, ordered 
him to put it back, and he did so. Then 
the district attorney declared hii readi- 
ness that the prosecution proceed with 
the ease. 


Mr. Robinson then arose to make a
